deficiency appropriation bill for the 
next fiscal year yras completed yester^ 
day by the house committee on appro- 
priations, and was reported to the house 
hy Eepresentatlvs Sayres, of Texas. 
Th« total appropriation carried by the 
bill Is 830,950,810, of which the largest 
item Is 514,149,437 for pensions, $13,81*,- 
437 being for payments of pensions and 
8309,000 for fees and expenses of exam- 
ining surgeons. Forcnnsus deficiencies 
$1,020,000 is appropriated, including

Counting republicans, the populist 


house had a quorum of certified mem' 
bers present, and it proceeded in one, 
two, three order to unseat seven repub- 
licans and seat as many populists. Thii 
made no change in the status of th« 
seven, as they have been voting and 
acting as members all the time. 


The senate elections committee will 


decide the contests in favor of the con- 
testants, and the opposition, led by 
Baker and O'Brien, have decided to 
adopt filibustering tactics in order to 
prevent them from being unseated until 
after the United States senator is elect- 
ed. The populists, however, propose to 
adopt extreme measures if necessary. 


At i o'clock the populist house ad- 


journed, out of respect to the memory 
of Mr. Hayes, until to-morrow. 


J. W. Briedenthal, the populist chair- 


man, 
said yesterday morning: ' 'If the 


supreme court decides the laws passed 
by our house to be unconstitutional 
our fellows will disband their organiza- 
tion and go with the republican house. 
All this talk I read in the papers that 
we will undertake to impeach the su- 
preme court is nonsense. We know 
what effect such a course would have 
and we are not foolish enough to try it, 
Such a scheme would be equal to many 
fool tricks the republicans have re- 
sorted to In Kansas, 


The secretary of state yesterday re- 


fused to honor the requisition of the 
republican house for stationery, and a 
demand was made on State Printer 
Snow, who has addressed a letter to 
the republican speaker, announcing

Tha Arrest of Dr. Herz. 


PABIS, Jan. 21.—The sole topic of con- 


versation in the chamber lobbies find 
the cafes has been the arrest of Cor- 
nelius Herz. The prospect of his re- 
turn to France and the possibility that 
he will reveal the evidence which ho 
holds against conspicuous politicians 
and financiers have excited general ap- 
prehension. Outside of royalist and so- 
cialist circles the arrest is regarded 
with a feeling closely akin to panic. 
The (rravest Jears exist on account of 
the senate, whose members aro be- 
lieved to be threatened more seriously 
than all others through Herz' return. 


In view of Herz' capture, the Liberia 


oomes out with a statement as to the 
relations between Herz and Baron de 
Beinach. Documents seized upon the 
premises occupied by Herz when ho 
lived under the name of Schwab show, 
says this journal, that Eeinach was the 
debtor and Herz was the creditor, as 
was affirmed by Herz in his letter, pub- 
lished in tbo Cocarde last evening. 


After Deputy Gerville-Ecaohe had 


Informed the parliamentary commis- 
sion of inquiry that he would intro- 
duce in the chamber a bill forbidding 
recipients of Panama money to alienate 
their estate, M. Andrieux was calleU 
upon to throw more light upon the 
bribery of fourteen deputies, concern- 
ing whom he testified on December S3. 
He said that lie did not have the ori- 
ginal of the photographed list which 
he had submitted to the commission. 
The name cut out of tlio list, he said, 
was that of a high political dignitary. 
He had promised on his honor not to 
reveal this name, and he must presisb 
in his refnsal. 


Reverting to the Reinach documents, 


M. Andrleux satol that he had obtained 
the memoranda to the 'ihierroe checks, 
etc., from Cornelius Herz, who had re- 
ceived them from Reinach. Andrleus 
did not know that Reinach had shown 
the memoranda to Clemenceau, but he 
himself had once shown them to Clemen- 
eeau. 
Herz, after quarreling 
with 


Reinach, had sent to M. Constans, the 
minister of the Interior, documents 
showing that Keinach had tried to 
poison him. Subsequently, however, 
Keinach and Herz had been reconciled. 
As to the checks mentioned in Arton's 
note-book, Arton alone could gffe 
the 


desired information, Arton was in cor- 
respondence with several men in Paris, 
notably with the Boulangist deputies 
Georges, Laguere and Terratl-Mermeux. 


On the strength of M. AndrieuxV tes- 


timony, the commission decided to 
summon Deputies IJaguere and Ter- 
Tall-Mermeux and Clemenceau to ap- 
pear before them to-day. 


Tha Temps says that, in view of "5f, 


Stephane'a testimony as to his deliver- 
ing to M. Clemenceau, Baron de Rein- 
ach'a memoranda concerning the bri- 
bery of deputies, M, Tiburo-Franqua-

A Broa'l Blot in Amsterdam. 


AMSTERDAM, Jan. 31.— Following the 


example of their brethren in London 
and Brussels, the unemployed work- 
men of this city determined to hold * 
procession yesterday to impress upon 
the authorities and citizens the dire 
poverty which is afflicting the wortring 
classes. After great confusion the 
line was started. No estimates bavo 
been made as to the number of men 
who took part, bat in view of what oc- 
curred, it was fortunate that the largo 
number who did march had no fire- 
arms. The procession passed through 
a number of principal streets, growing 
noiser and more demonstrative as it 
was found that the police did not inter- 
fere. 


Finally the mob, for into such the 


procession had degene rated, stopped in 
front of a large 
bakery and at- 


tempted to take the place by storm, 
The police allowed two of the men to 
enter the bakery to ask for bread. 
These men demanded food from the 
proprietors, and met with a prompt 
and decided refnsal. 


At last they became so disorderly that 


a'liody of SOU police attempted to dis- 
perse them. The mob resisted, and a 
desperate melee occurred, in which vol- 
leys of stones were thrown at the offi- 
cers.
